This occurs in the Journal des Sc&vans n°. ^6as it had been propofed and 
communicated by the Learned Jefmt DE BILLT. viz. 

Multiply the Solar- Cycle by 4845. and the L-inar, by 42 co. and that of 
the Indi&ioHj by 5 5? 1 6. Then divide the Sum of the products by 7980. which 
is the Julian Period; Thz Remalndtr of the Diviliqn , without having re- 
gard to the Quotient y fhall be the year enquired after. 

E.g. Let the Cycle of the Sun be 3; of the A/00/* 4 ; and of the /»- 
ii&ion 5. Multiply. 3. by 4845 , and you have 1453 5 5 and 4; by 4200, 
comes 16800; and 5, by 6916, comes 34>?o. The Sum of the pro- 
ducts is 6591 5 , which being divided by 7 /So. gives 8. for the Quotient , 
and the number 207 5 x vvhich-remains , is the Year of *tfrs Julian Period. 

Some learned Mathematicians of Paris , to whom the faid *P. de Billy, did 
propofe this Problem ,_ have found the Demoaftracion thereof; as~the 
feme Journal intimates.
